Both on the score of principle and inter- 
est, our colored people, in this city, should 
vote the Democratic ticket, in the ap- 
proaching election. They would have 
voted with us from the first had they been 
properly advised. Lending ear to the ſalse 
teachings of their own enemies, as well as 
ours, they arrayed themselves against the 
Democratic party, and in doing so became 
the enemies of their own interests. It was 
not unnatural that they should have been 
mislead. Secretly organized by the Loyal 
Leagues against the whites, their minds 
were poisoned by all sorts of groundless 


prejudices. By passion they were blindly 
and wilfully misled. We had no chance to | 
counteract the false impression instilled 

into their minds. They were taught to 
avoid our advice and to reject our coun- 

sels. We had no power to correct the 

errors that had been sworn to them, as 
true, or to inform them with the truth, 8 
long as that organization held sway over 

them. 

In this city, as Wel! as in this State, the 
Democratic party is now in the ascenden- | 
ey. For the future it will be the govern- 
ing power. There is not the least proba- 
bility of an opposite result. If the negroes | 
would consult their own interest they will | 
at once unite withthe party which is des- 
tined to govern and control. | 

We have now been reconstructed ac- 
cording to the laws of Congress, and under 
that reconstruction the Democratic party 
is largely in the majority. Henceforth we 
are to govern ourselves under the laws as 
they exist.

Our interests are the same; our 
politics should be the same—particularly 
should this be so, when the policy of the 
Democratic party is the best for the black 
man. Were it different there might. be 
cause Why they should not act withus. If 
political parties in this State were divided 
upon the issue of race alone, it would be 
largely in favor of the whites. But the late 
election shows this is no longer the line of 
division. Thousands of negroes voted witb 
the Democratic party, thereby identifyings 
themselves with us permanently. We need 
no better evidence of their fixed purpose 
to go with us, than the fact that they voted 
against Gen. Grant, whose claim upon 
them was far stronger than any likely to 
arise hereafter with the Republican party 
in either a general or local election.
